There are two methods "of giving 


he hands enough sleep.' One is to 
:ause them to lie in the 
lap 
and 


•est. It may be difficult at first to 
:ontrol them to do this but it can be 
done. 
Another way is to put them - to 


jleep in a pair of leather gloves at 
east two sizes too large, like a pair 
of men's gloves. Before putting the 
gloves on, the hands •should be coated 
with some good skin food.. This sleep, 
should be given the hands not only 
when you are sleeping,- but at any 
;ime of the day when it is conveni- 
jnt to do so, put the gloves on and 
rest the hands. 
This does not mean idleness for 


the hands, for to be healthy 
one 


must have exercise. There is a dif- 
ference in moving in work or exer- 
cise from that of figeting. 
Hands 


may be exercised and improved by 
>erforming housework, so long as 
;oo great a strain is not given them 
and 
precautionary 
measures 
are 


adopted. 
For instance there is dishwashing. 


The prevailing idea is that to wash 
dishes is to destroy the beauty of the 
hands. This is not .necessarily so 
and if the hands are treated proper- 
ly there will be no ill effect, and, in 
fact, they will be beautified by s«c3i 
work. 
Before beginnins to wash dishes, 


the hands and nails should bo thor- 
oughly coated wslh cold cream, rub- 
bing it well into the pores.
